There was a very large attendance of our citi- 
zens. la«t evening, at the city court room, called bv 
a card signed by many of our prominent mer 
chants and manufacturers.

Rev. Richard Deering explained the object of 
the meeting, and iu a clear, practicable and forci 
ble manner, detailed the advantage of Louisville 
as a home, a manufacturing place and a eommer 
ciaipoiiit. He spoke at some length concerning 
his proposed publication of the statistics of the 
city, and the means of thoroughly spreading, 
throughout the South, the position and advant- 
ages of this place. 

Hon. James Guthrie followed in au'eamest and 
eloquent advocacy of the manufacturing interest 
of Louisville. He cordially indorsed Mr. Deer 
mg s publication. 

A. L Pbotwell, Esq.. was called, and. although 
he said he bad no speech in him, interested the 
audience exceedingly by his well timed and prac- 
tical remarks. 

Gov. Helm, in obedience to a call, spoke for 
some time in his accustomed energetic manner 
He was particularly earnest in behalf of the Mem 
phis Branch Railroad. We have already urged 
our objections to any present subscription to the 
undertaking, conceding at the same time its great 
importance. With the large amount of Louis 
Tille securities already in the market, it would 
hardly he proper, aud not at all just to other cor 
porations to issue other bonds We shall, how 
ever, take occasion to refer to this important mat 
ter at some other time. 

Judge Bullock presented a resolution indorsing 
Mr. Deering’s project, which being adopted, the 
meetiog adjourned.

Wind and Rain Storm 

Our city was visited yesterday evening with a 
heavy and driving rain storm, accompanied with 
lightning and thunder, and high wind, which for 
a few minutes had the force of a hurricane. The 
rain came down in torrents, aud for a short time 
fell as hard as we have ever seen in this climate. 
The wind did considerable damage. 

The entire front on Jefferson, of Miller, Win- 
gate A Co.’s new agricultural building, on the 
north west corner of Jefferson and Ninth streets, 
was blown down with a terrible crash. The build- 
ing was hardly finished, and no other damage 
was done than the blowing down of the front. 
No one was in it. we believe, at the time, and for 
tunately no one was injured by the falling wall, 
though a man went by it but a few seconds before 
the grand smash. The building was two and a 
half stories high, and unoccupied. 

The hurricane was felt with greater force on the 
river and levee than anywhere else. The steamers 
Duke, Tempest and Eolean, all that were at the 
wharf, were torn from their moorings, and for a 
while threatened with apparent destruction One 
of the boats hsd her fantail smashed by the wind 
driving her against another boat. Excepting this, 
no damage was done. The wind caught the ferry 
host and sent it up the river at an uncomfortable 
rate of speed, and faster than it ever before trav- 
eled. 

The heavy metal roof on the warehouse of W. 
▲. Richardson. Bullitt street, was raised up, but 
the lull of the wind allowed it to settle again. A 
house on the levee was unroofed, and others m 
various parts of the eitr slightly damaged 
Among others, we were informed that the roof of 
the agricultural implement manufactory, corner 
of Eighth and Grayson streets, was damaged 
slightly. The sky light of another manufactory 
m the lower part of the city was blown off and 
knocked to pieces. 

Many of the fine shade trees of the city were 
blown down, or huge limbs wrenched from their 
piece and blown to the ground. Fences suffered 
to some extent also.

STILL QUICKER! 
LONDON DATES OF TO-DAY. 

London, England, via Yalentia, Ireland, Friday, 
Aug. 27 — A. M. — The Emperor Napoleon and Ent- 
prer»s Eugenie will return to Faria to-morrow from 
their tour through the Empire. 

'Che King of i'ru.sttia is too sick to visit Queen 
A ictoria as vvus exjiecteiL Her Majesty returns 
home on Monday. 

Hv the terms ot the treaty of peace with China, 
the Empire is open to the trade of all nations; the 
Christian religion is allowed, aud the diplomatic 
a^euls of all uatiousare admitted. Full iudemui- 
ty is provided for England and F'rauce. The dis- 
patch received makes no mention of any indemni- 
ty to the United States. 

St. I’xTKKsai.Hu, Russia, Aug. 21.— The an- 
nouncement ol the treaty of peace with China 
has given great satisfaction to the Emperor and 
Court. 

Alexandria, Aug. 9. — The steamer Madras ar- 
rived at Suez on the 7th iust. with Roinbur dates 
to 1 he 19th of July. 

The intelligence from India embraces nothing 
of importance to add to the previous dispatches. 

From Utah. 

St. I.olis, August 27. — The Salt Lake correspou- 
deut of the Republican sars that Daniel 0. Burr 
sou of Surveyor General Burr, was in the city’ 
and had succeeded in getting Chas. W. Mooeler’ 
formerly clerk in tbe Surveyor's office, to lile an 
affidavit denying the truth of his former affidavit 
sustaumig charges against Gen. Burr. 

The Indians are umre hostile now than at anv 
time since the Territory was first settled. Nearly 
all the tribes are committing depredations. Nuni- 
bers ol settlers Lave been killed. Several bands 
of Lorses have been run oft. As jet the troops 
have made no effort to protect the’ settlers. The 
soldiers received their pay the latter part of July, 
after which large numbers of them deserted, taking 
with them some mules aud citizens’ clothing from 
the camp. Cedar Valley is said to be a poor 
place for winter quarters.

The entire catalogue embraced 224 lots. It would 
be a difficult matter to name any article necessary 
to comfoit — from a camp bedstead to a punch 
bowl— which was not included in the list. The 
personal wardrobe was extensive — comprising 
twenty-four pairs of pants, a whole heap of vests, 
numerous coats ana no less than four dressing 
gowns. The military clothing was also in large 
variety as well as halx, dress swords and military 
trappings. A pair of epauleettx in bullion was the 
object of especial interest. Upou tbe shoulder 
piece of each are two stars in silver, each star set 
with thirty-two small diamonds. General Patter 
son bid a hundred dollars for each, at which sum 
they were knocked dow n to him, after spirited 
competition bv other parties. There was also a 
chequer table of wood from the Hag-staff at the 
city of Mexico. 

Aucther much coveted article was a large mil 
ttary arm chair, elegantly carved, made oy the 
same manufacturer, of wood from the fort icat ions 
ot Sau Juan E'Ullua, Vera Cruz, aud which cost 
*lbG. 

Gambling in St. Louis. 

The Hi. Louis Republican says: It is generally 
admitted that at no time iu the history of this city 
has gambling of all sorts been carried ou to such 
au extent us within a few mouths past, aud at 
present. Besides “faro bauks,” monte tables and 
the resorts for the various other games with cards 
situated in the very heart of the city, there are 
hundreds of little dens exposed to the broad glare 
ot daylight, where swiudli tig devices in the way 
ol lotteries are paiuded to allure tbe inexperienced 
aud unwary. I suallv these lotteries, or gift en- 
terprises, as they are politely teimed, are coupled 
with the sale of some toothache or headache med- 
icine; some infallible ‘remedy for corns or other 
patent nostrum, which are always “worth the mo- 
ney expended, ’ independent of the chunce of 
drawing prizes. Of course they are humbugs 
and traps; but from the prodigality of dress and 
jewelry worn by the proprietors of these estab 
lishnieuls, it is apparent that they pay handsome- 
ly aud ufford means for all manner of excesses. 

TueArt Of Flying.— I t is stated that Louis 
N apoleon has just made a present of live thousand 
francs to a private in the line, who asserts that 
he has discovered the solution for the great prob- 
lem in aeronautics — the art of Hying. He has iu 
vented a kind of air ship, consisting of a plat- 
form of silk, stretched over whalebone, to be pro- 
pelled by two gigantic wings of the same material 
placed on each side. The a-rial navigator is to be 
suspended at a distance of a about four feet from 
the platform while his feet rest on pedals, by means 
of which the wings are to be set in motion, while 
his arms test on a lever which imparts to tbe plat- 
form the direction he chooses to give it. Only a 
model ofthis machine ^has yet beeu constructed . 
aud it appears to work well.
